Dinneen says that she is informed 
that various and sundry members of 
the city council of Hopkinsvillehave, 
since their taking office, entered into 
various and sundry contracts with 
the city for pecuniary gain and 
profit, and that said ordinance is 
void. 

Mrs. Dinneen further says that 
she is the owner of a valuable cow, 
and that she will be damaged by 
said cow's not being allowed to run at 
large upon the commons. 

The court issued a temporary re- 
straining order on condition that 
the plaintiff execute bond with good 
security in the sum of $300. The 
bond was given and the court fixed 
next Saturday, June 17th, as the day 
on which the motion for an injunc- 
tion will be made. 

By the action of the court the cow 
law is inoperative until the case is 
decided.

MEET IN WASHINGTON. 



hington, June 12.— Both Japan 
issia have agreed to the Presi- 
dent's request that they appoint 
plenipotentiaries to talk peace and 
Roosevelt is the man of the hour. 

It is a diplomatic triumph of the 
$rst magnitude, and the diplomats 
make no attempt to conceal their ad 
miration of the new-world brand of 
diplomacy, which acts while the re- 
mainder of the world thinks. 

President Roosevelt returned to 
Washington at 9:50 o'clock last 
night, after his brief outing in Vir- 
ginia. Upon conferring with Secre- 
tary Taft and Mr. Loeb it was an- 
nounced that nothing concerning the 
negotiations for peace in the Far 
East would be made public. Before 
the reponses of Russia and Japan are 
published they will be transmitted 
formally by the President, the Rus- 
sian note to Tokio and the Japanese 
»ote to St. Petersburg. The situ- 
ation is said to be satisfactory to the 
President, and the assurance js given 



tions. 

Japan Will Name Terms. 

At the preliminary meeting, it is 
the understanding that Japan will 
indicate the terms on which the Em- 
peror would be willing to conclude a 
permanent peace. The terms thi 
will be transmitted directly to the 
Russian Government, the question 
of their acceptance or rejection then 
lying with the Russian Emperor. 

Later at a meeting of plenipoten- 
tiaries of the two Powers, the details 
of a treaty of peace will be consider- 
ed. This formal peace conference, 
the probabilities now are will be 
held in Washington, both of the 
belligerents favorably regarding this 
capital as a place for the drafting 
and signing of a treaty of peace. 
Japan's Terms. 

There is an infinit e amount of gos- 
sip here about Japan's terms, but it 
is almost irrresponsible, the best in- 
formed members of the diplomatic 
corps, even the British Embassy be- 
ing convinced that while the main 
outlines are matters of common 
knowledge in America and in chan- 
cellories of Europe, Japan has not 
revealed her exact terms even to her 
ally. 

Russia is not likely to prove recal- 
citrant. Accoiding to the best opin 
ion she is prepared to abandon the 
whole of her Manchurian adventure 
and give guarantees. The rub will 
come upon the question of indem- 
nity, which it is the consensus of 
opinion in diplomatic circles, Japan 
will exact, but if it should be made 
moderate and sugar-coated so that it 
could be liquidated by the sale of the 
Chinese Eastern railroad and the 
■ession of Russian property and 
leases in the Kwantung Peninsula, it 
might be overcome. Russia will 
probably insist on holding the rail- 
road to Vladivostock through North- 
ern Manchuria, and will never sub- 
mit to the humilation of disarma- 
ment in her only port in the Pacific, 
to the inhibition against having 
warships in those waters.

HIDING WITH A BEAR 



ARMY OJTICM AND HIS SOOTTT 
KUBIIT A DOUBLE FOE. 

Hostile Indians and Fierce Dog Nearly 
Prove Their Undoing — Thi 111- 
ing Episode of Indian 
War Days. 

For more than a year after the Mesoa- 
lero Apaches of southern New Mexico 
bad taken the warpath tbey succeeded 
In eluding the troops sent against them. 
Secreting their families In almost Inac- 
cessible mountain gorges, they divided 
Into small parties and made war upon 
settlers and detachments of soldiers. 

Among the many attempts to discover 
the locations of these hiding places, the 
most notable one, perhaps, was made by 
»n officer and a half-breed scout. Start 
Ing soon after dark, these men made 
their way on foot towards the supposed 
location of a village. Their progress for 
several hours was necessarily slow, as 
the country through which they passed 
was covered at the lime with moving 
bands of Indians.

Fortunately the officer proved 
to be much stronger physically and, 
neither being able to reach hia weapons, 
pounded the Indian into insensibility 
with Ids naked flsta. Ill the meanwhile 
j the other Indian, with rifle id hand. 
' sought for a chance lo shoot at the offl- 
0*1 wm limit endangering his companion. 
Intent upon this purpose, he failed to 
1 observe the scout who, having emerged 
i from the log, hastened to cut him down 
I with his knife. 

As soon as the Indian whom the offloer 
had seized returned to consciousness b« 
was compelled to crawl within the log, 
after which the officer and his compan- 
ion proceeded to All the opening with 
sticks and brush, making a barrier dim- 
cult but not impossible to remove. When 
this had been accomplished they hurried 
away and, making a wide detour, sue 
reeded in avoiding the Indian scouts and 
eventually rejoloed their command.

Over 1500.000 has been spent in mak- 
ing the grounds appear to the best ad- 
vantage. 

This railroad congress represents the 

Interests of every nation in the world 
where railroads are used, and has for its 
abject the furtherance of* all Improve- 
ments relating to railroading. It waa or- 
ganized in 1885, at Brussels, and now 
meets only once in every Ave years, al- 
though at first it met every two years. 
The six previous sessions of the congress 
have been at Brussels, in 1885, Milan in 
1887, Paris in 1889, St. Petersburg in 
1892, London In 1895, and Paris, In 1900. 

It was not until 1895 that the lights of 
the American railroad world began to 
take an interest In the work of the con- 
gress, but since that time the Americans 
have been particularly Interested, and in 
many cases prominent in its affairs. 

The foremost aim was to obtain 
grounds near the place of meeting of the 
congress. Heretofore this has been 
the great difficulty encountered at the 
exhibitions. Ten years ago, when the 
congress met in London, the grounds 
were five miles from the place of meet- 
ing; five years ago, at Paris, they were 
nine miles away. It was fortunate that 
we were able to obtain these grounds, 
the meeting place will not be five 
minutes from the exhibition. 
The main, or association, building, Is 
be used for general exhibition pur- 
poses. It is 160 by 200 feet, and contains 
,000 square feet of floor available for 
re are 58 flag- 
bulldlng, and 
rrom them fly the flags of 48 nations rep- 
resented In the congress and ten flags 
of the United States. 

The Individual exhibitors have been 
assigned over 80,000 square feet of space, 
and along with the main building this 
gives over lflO.OOO feet of space for 
hibition purposes only. 

We can probably realize the great 
amount of space when it Ib understood 
that Madison Square garden, of New 
York, which is now the largest Inclosed 
building in the United States of its kind, 
contains only 20.000 feet of floor space.

Last Friday night was an event in 
the history of the fire department. 
It is estimated that 3,000 persons

Quite Talkative About His 
Crime and His Escape 
From Death. 



The Louisville Times of yesterday 
contained this about Geo. B. Warner, 
the Louisville murderer, who es- 
caped the gallows by being adjudged 
insane: 

The excitement following the ar- 
rival at the Western Kentucky Asy- 
lum for the Insane of George B. 
Warner has subsided and Warner 
has dropped into the daily routine of 
life with the other patients. 

When he was first received he 
was the object of special care. 
Superintendent Milton Board had 
him assigned to what is known as 
the 'violent ward' and extra pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent his 
escape and to guard against suicide. 
These precautions are still taken, 
but Warner is not treated in any 
wise differently from other patients 
on the same ward. 

He is kept at night in a room to 
himself, from which there is no 
avenue of escape. The window is 
high above the ground and is se- 
curely screened. It is not possible 
for Warner to either do himself in- 
jury, or to get away.

form. Though the lakes are still ice- 
bound, and the ground still frozen 
hard, these plucky birds make their 
simple nests in the moss, and lay their 
four buffy eggs. In two months after 
their arrival, they have reared their 
families, and the homeward Journey 
is begun. But they do not go home by 
the same route. First they pay a visit 
to Labrador, where they may be found 
at this season, in company with turn- 
stones and Eskimo curlews, feasting 
on the crowberry. a Juicy, black fruit 
borne in profusion by a species of 
heather, which grows over the rocks 
and treeless slopes of this bleak coast. 
The birds are very fond of this fruit, 
and eat such quantities of it that the 
flesh of the curlews becomes stained 
dark purple with the juice. 

The plovers now become very fat 
and very strong arJ are ready for 
their great Journey to the southward. 
They leave the laud of Nova Scotia and 
strike straight out to sea. They now 
have 1,800 miles of ocean between them 
and the first of the Antilles, and 600 
more to their objective point on the 
mainland of South America. 

Perhaps they step occasionally on the 
way, for these plovers are good swim- 
mers, and are sometimes seen resting 
on the surface or the ocean. But prob- 
ably the voyage does not fatigue them 
very much, since when they reach the 
first land, and might alight as easily 
as not, they prefer to continue their 
flight, sometimes for hundreds of miles. 

Well is it for them that they lay on 
•o much fat before leaving Labrador, 
for the voyage to the Antilles Is a try- 
ing one, and they arrive lean and 
hungry. Here, or upon the northeast- 
ern coast of South America, they make 
a stop of three or four weeks, per- 
haps, to recuperate. Then they sud- 
denly disappear, whither, no man 
knows exactly, but later they reappear 
at the same time in southern Brazil 
and in the prairie region of Argentina, 
almost to Patagonia, and their long 
annual vacation imglns once more. 
How they find their way no one 
knows even why this

The ideal tree for planting on the 
rairie is one which is able to resist ex- 
remes of drought and temperature, is 
ree from insect enemies, makes a rapid 
?rowth. and is at the same time valuable 
for both protective and commercial uses. 
Some of the conifers or evergreens have- 
these characteristics in a high degree, 
and enough planting of certain speciea 
jf pine, spruce and larch has been done 
o prove their superiority. For future 
lantlng in this section the bureau will 
probably recommend the substitution to 
large extent of < one-bearing trees for 
some of the species which have been in 

In the past the timber value of tree3 
was a secondary consideration. Trees 
were planted for their protective value 
and for ornament. But by a proper 
choice of trees a direct profit can also be 
reaped. A species which meets commer- 
cial requirements will, in most cases, 
answer ail other demands. This addi- 
tional commercial benefit in tree plant- 
ing the bureau will emphasize in iti 
forthcoming report. 

The icgion examined is prairie land 
very fertile, and for the most part di- 
voted to profitable farming. But tht 
hot, dry winds from the southwest are 
very injurious In summer, while the 
Crops are maturing; in the long winters 
the piercing cold winds from the north- 




west are a menace to live stock as well as 
a source of great discomfort. Hence 
windbreaks along the south, west and 
north sides of farms, buildings and 
inclosures contribute largely to the wel- 
fare of farm life, it is of the first im- 
portance that the kinds of trees com- 
posing these windbreaks should be those 
which will most quickly reach the size 
demanded to furnish efficient protection 
and at the same time permanently hold 
their ground and perform their office. 
In addition, they should yield good com- 
mercial returns. The careful consider- 
ation which the bureau has given to this 
side of the question should make Its 
recommendations of great value to the 
farmers of the extensive region studied.
